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Tech Talk 
Resistance is Futie! Logical! 


Many of us remember one or more color code 
mnemonics for resistor values: Big boys race our 
young girls but Violet generally wins. Better be 
right or your great big venture goes west. This 
aids in remembering that the colors (Black brown 
red orange yellow green blue violet gray white) 
are associated with numbers (0,1,2,3,4,5,6,7,8,9). 
But why are the actual resistance values in a set 
of resistors so weird? The common values ina 
standard series are: 10, 12, 15, 18, 22, 27, 33, 39, 
47, 56, 68, 82, and 100. There is no obvious 
relationship. 


Thomas Hayes in Learning the Art of Electronics 
has the explanation we need. “It is hard to get 


used to the strange set of values that are 
‘standard’ in the lab. They are not the nice, round 
values that one might expect. They seem weird 
and arbitrary at first. But their strangeness does 
make sense. Because of our uncertainty about the 
actual value of a resistor, it doesn’t make sense to 
specify distinct nominal values that are too close 
together; if we specify nominal values that are 
too close, their actual values are likely to overlap. 
To avoid this, the nominal values are placed far 
enough apart so as to make overlap slight.” 


A 10% resistor of nominal value 10 ohms, for 
example, could be as large as 11 ohms. A12 ohm 
resistor could be 10% smaller — a bit under 11 
ohms. So, 12 is about as close as it makes sense to 
place the next 10% value after ‘10’. And so on- 
the steps growing proportionally as the values 
rise, producing such unfamiliar numbers as 27, 39, 
47, and so on. Here is the 10% set (known as E12, 
twelve values per decade): 10, 12, 15, 18, 22, 27, 
33, 39, 47, 56, 68, 82, and 100.

FLARC Business Meeting 1April 2016 


President Karl W2KBF called the meeting to order at 7:29 
p.m. 


The members rose and recited the Pledge of Allegiance. 
Secretary Randy WU2S observed that all officers and 
trustees were present, except Steve WA2BYX, and that 
there was a quorum for club business. 


Secretary Randy WU2S noted that the minutes from the 
March meeting were emailed to all members and that 
they had also been published in the latest edition of the 
club’s newsletter, The Resonator. A correction was noted 
that the club member KD2KLN is named Brian and not 
Paul as erroneously reported. Skip KD2BRV moved to 
accept the minutes as corrected and Susan W6SKT 
seconded the motion. The motion passed by 
acclamation. 


Treasurer Don N2PRT read the current financial report. 
He reminded members to send in their annual renewals 
or hand them to a club officer as soon as possible. Karl 
W2KBF noted that Gene WO2W obtained an inexpensive 
laminator for the club to use in making the membership 
cards. Gordon W2TTT noted that he had multiple cards 
for his family members without their names on the cards. 
Don N2PRT said that holders of family memberships 
should contact him via email so he could update the 
membership list and issue proper cards. 


Randy WU2S reported that the Technical Committee had 
no report and that all equipment was working. 

Dave N8MAR reported for the Publicity Committee. The 

report is incorporated here by reference and is attached 

below. 


In other old business, President Karl W2KBF said that the 
Council had considered a by-laws amendment to permit 
a class of membership for full time students up to age 25 
with no annual dues.

With no more old business, President Karl W2KBF 
announced the discussion of new business.

In other old business, President Karl W2KBF said 
that the Council had considered a by-laws 
amendment to permit a class of membership for 
full time students up to age 25 with no annual 
dues. After due consideration, the Council 
rejected this proposal. 


With no more old business, President Karl W2KBF 
announced the discussion of new business. 
Gordon W2TTT said that the scouts would again 
visit FLARC in the near future. 


President Karl W2KBF asked the members for 
their opinions about the recent presentation on 
the DXpedition to Navassa Island. The members 
present unanimously expressed their delight with 
the event. The president mentioned that there 
was a small expense of about $100 associated 
with the event and he wanted to be sure that the 
members felt that the expense was justified by 
the results. The members all agreed. Larry 
WAZ2ALY said that many interesting ideas were 
seen in the talk, including the expedition’s 
reliance or wire antennas which were brought 
along as a backup. Gordon W2TTT noted that the 
club obtained about four new members as a 
result of the presentation and that their dues 
offset the small expense. Rich K2ZB observed 
that John Crovelli W2GD answered all of the 
questions that the audience raised. 


In more new business, President Karl W2KBF said 
that Rich W2VU, the editor of CQ Magazine, will 
give a presentation on hams and the maker 
movement on April 15. During the summer, some 
club members will deliver presentations of 
interest. 


In more new business, Rachel AJ4WD announced 
that she is conducting a Technician Licensing 
class on two Saturdays, April 9 and 16, at the 
Allendale fire department. 


President Karl W2KBF recognized new members 
Gene KD2JGG and Al KD2KBD. 


Brian KD2KLN announced that the Vintage 
Computer Festival will be held on April 15 
through 17 at the Infoage Science Center in Wall, 
NJ. 
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March 2016 Meeting Notes (3) 


President Karl W2KBF explained the setup and rules 
for the forthcoming National Parks on the Air 
(NPOTA) event at Paterson Great Falls on Friday April 
22 and Saturday April 23. Both W2KBF and Ed WX2R 
are the event coordinators. He said that there will be 
Earth Day participants and a science fair at the park 
during the time FLARC is also there, so we must take 
care to not disrupt other park visitors. The club will 
operate one HF station and one VHF station from the 
patio area. Karl showed pictures of the area and 
explained how the equipment would be setup. Susan 
WE6SKT produced special event QSL cards and Vice 
President Judith KC2LTM distributed samples of the 
cards to members who expressed an interest in 
helping at the NPOTA event. Brian KD2KLN asked if 
the club would be open during the evening of April 22 
and W2KBF affirmed that it would be open. The hours 
for the NPOTA event are 9:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. on 
both days. There is free parking available. FLARC’s use 
of the Honda generator was approved by the park 
rangers. We will have a publicity table for interaction 
with the public. Karl W2KBF asked members to not 
bring any personal radio equipment to the event 
other than HTs, since this is not a Field Day and there 
is limited room to setup the club’s radios. 


For the NPOTA event, we plan to operate on the 
following frequencies: 7.045, 7.245, 14.045, 14.245, 
21.045, 21.245, 146.520 and 146.550. Jim W2JC said 
that there are WiFi hotspots in the area that we can 
use for our computers for DX spotting. Jim also said 
that we should expect to experience pileups. Karl 
W2KBF suggested that operators bring their 
headphones to cut down on the ambient noise from 
the Falls and the many visitors. Karl W2KBF explained 
how to conduct a proper QSO exchange for the 
NPOTA event and noted that operators could add 
additional information if they desired to do so. 


Having no further business, President Karl W2KBF 
asked for a motion to adjourn. Bill KB2OCJ so moved 
and Thom W2xXTZ seconded the motion. The 
members present voted in favor and the meeting was 
adjourned at 8:31 p.m.
